"LANGUAGE CONFLICT” 

It is interesting to note how dif¬ 
ferent English-speaking nations speak 
English. St. John Ervino, tho noted 
English Theatrical critic, has written 
a very interesting article on the subject, 
which we quote, in part, as follows: 

"Several years ago Bernard Shaw and 
tho late A. B. Ualkley had an amusing 
quarrel over tho pronunciation of "iso- 
latod." Mr. Shaw inslstod that it should 
be pronounced "iss-o-lated," which is how 
all Americans pronounce it, but Walkley, 
in common with his countiy-non, pro¬ 
nounced it "ice-o-latod." 

Tho word "laboratory" is a good ox- 
onplo of tho Anorican tendency to throw 
the accent on the first syllable and the 
English tondoncy to throw it on tho sec¬ 
ond. Tho Americans say "lab-or-a-tory;" 
we say "la-bor-a-tory." 

Why wo pronounce the word "lieutenant" 
in tho absurd way wo do is a puzzlo to me 
for its derivation denotes that the Anor¬ 
ican pronunciation is correct. It cernes 
from the French lieu, place, and tonrrnt, 
holding. The Anorican says "loo-tenant;" 
we say "left-tenant," and hoavon only 
knows why. 

Wo say "luck-shurry" for luxury; the 
Anorican says "lugs-yury." In England 
"process" is pronouncod "pro-coss," but 
in America it is pronounced "pros-ess." 

Tho word "schedule" when pronounced 
by an American, always excites English 
laughter. He says "sked-yule". We say 
"shed-yule.” Tho slovenly way in which 
we pronounce "secretary", "extraordinary" 
and "ordinary" can scarcoly bo called 
pronunciation at all. Educated English¬ 
men , without a blush of share, will say 
"sockctty," "oxtawdiny" and oven "staw- 
diny" and "awdny." In Amorica, "tomato" 
is rhymod with "potato." 

Tho utterance of tho educated American 
is clearer than that of the educated 
Englishman, chiefly because he does rot 
closo his vowels and gnaw his consonants. 
He is caroful to pronounce his r’s, and 
he givos each syllable its proper value. 
But I regret to say that he has a dis¬ 
gusting habit of saying "yeah” or "yop" 
when ho moans "yos." Thoro aro Ameri¬ 
cans so lost to the deconcy of uttorance 
that they actually say "nopo" when they 
moan "no."
